PART  1914 — COMMUNITIES  ELIGIBLE 
FOR  THE  SALE  OF  INSURANCE 

Suspension  of  Community  Eligibility 

The  purpose  of  this  notice  is  to  list 
communities  wherein  the  sale  of  flood 
Insurance  as  authorized  under  the  Na¬ 
tional  Flood  Insurance  Pn^am  (42 
U.S.C.  4001-4128)  will  be  susjjended  be¬ 
cause  of  noncompliance  with  the  pro¬ 
gram  regulations  (24  CFR  Part  1909  et 
seq.). 

The  Flood  Disaster  Protection  Act  of 
1973  requires  the  purchase  of  flood  In¬ 
surance  as  a  condition  of  receiving  any 
form  of  Federal  or  Federally  related  fi¬ 
nancial  assistance  for  acquisition  or  con¬ 


struction  purposes  in  a  flood  idain  area 
having  special  hazards  within  any  com¬ 
munity  Identified  by  the  Secretary  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Develc^ment. 

The  requirement  applies  to  all  identi¬ 
fied  special  flood  hazard  areas  within  the 
United  States,  and  no  such  financial  as¬ 
sistance  can  legally  be  provided  for  ac¬ 
quisition  or  construction  in  these  areas 
unless  the  community  has  entered  the 
program  and  insurance  is  purchased.  Ac¬ 
cordingly,  for  communities  listed  under 
this  Part  such  restriction  exists  as  of 
the  effective  date  of  suspension  because 
insurance,  which  is  required,  cannot  be 
purchased. 

Section  1315  of  the  National  Flood  In¬ 
surance  Act  of  1968,  as  amended  (42 
U.S.C.  4022)  prohibits  flood  insurance 
coverage  unless  an  appropriate  public 
body  shall  have  adopted  adequate  flood 
plain  management  measures  with  effec¬ 
tive  enforcement  measures.  The  com¬ 
munities  suspended  in  this  notice  no 
longer  meet  that  statutory  requirement. 


Accordingly,  the  communities  are  sus¬ 
pended  on  the  effective  date  in  the  list 
below: 

The  Federal  Insurance  Administrator 
finds  that  delayed  effective  dates  would 
be  contrary  to  the  public  interest.  The 
Administrator  also  finds  that  notice  and 
public  procedure  imder  5  U.S.C.  553(b) 
are  impracticable  and  imnecessary. 

Section  1914.6  of  Part  1914  of  Sub¬ 
chapter  B  of  Chapter  X  of  Title  24  of 
the  Code  of  Federal  Regulations  is 
amended  by  adding  in  alphabetical  se¬ 
quence  new  entries  to  the  table.  In  each 
entry,  a  complete  chronology  of  effective 
dates  appears  for  each  listed  community. 
The  date  that  appears  in  the  fourth 
column  of  the  table  is  provided  in  order 
to  designate  the  effective  date  of  the 
authorization  of  the  sale  of  flood  in¬ 
surance  in  the  area  under  the  emergency 
or  the  regular  flood  Insurance  program. 
The  Mitry  reads  as  follows:
